MOUNTAINS ABE 
AGAIN ABLAZE 


Set on Fire and Brisk Wind Fans the 


Flames. Red Sunset Tells Gettys­ 


burg of Prevalence 
of Blaze in 


the Hills. Heavy Loss. 


LETTERS FROM 
COUNTY TOWNS

T he red sunset 
of 
Friday 
night 
told of another m ountain blaze west 
of town. 
An incendiarist started the 
blaze a t 9 o’clock, in re a r of the Be- 
secker Gap school house. The flames 
spread rapidly hut men of the neigh­ 
borhood gathered 
promptly and suc­ 
ceeded in extinguishing the blaze. 
At twelve o’clock the 
flames broke 
out again. 
A stiff wind was blowing 
and this drove the fire up the side of 
the m ountain with a speed almost as 
g re a t a s that of the wind. In an hour 
and a half 300 acres had been burned 
over. 
Some of the tim b er w as very valu­ 
able, never h av in g been burned over. 
All of this belonged to 
private o w n­ 
ers and their loss will be heavy. 
The 
fire, it is said, will prove the most d e ­ 
structive of th e several t h a t have oc­ 
curred in that vicinity this fall. 
Extensive forest fires of 
the 
past 
m onth, due to the 
g r e a t 
d ro u g h t 
in 
Pennsylvania, cost the state 
$1,000.- 
000. 
The S ta te F o re s try commission 
es tim a tes the loss was ab out 
$5 
an 
acre for "the probable 200,000 acres of 
forest burned. The exact loss will not 
be estim ated for some time 
because 
the fire w ardens only recently bee an 
sending in their reports. 
Fo re stry commission 
experts esti­ 
m a te the loss per acre a t 
$3.50 
for 
tim b e r 
and 
$1.50 
for 
cord 
wood, 
fences, houses and barns. So 
fa r 
as 
the records show’ there have been com­ 
paratively few barns burned and most 
of the houses destroyed by ihe flames 
have been 
of 
the 
s u m m e r 
cottage 
variety. 
No lives w e r e ‘lost 
and 
few 
acci­ 
dents of any 
kind 
occurred 
am o n g 
thousands of men 
who 
fought 
the 
fires. 
Tho state was f o rtu n a te during the 
fires for not more tha n 20,000 acres 
of sta te 
forest 
reserve 
land 
were 
burned over. This was not due to luck 
hut 
to 
the 
watchfulness 
of 
the 
w ard en s and th e foresters, for scores 
of tires sta rted in the state lands. 
Loss done to the land 
itself pro!) 
ably was g reater, could it be estiniat 
cd, ihan that done 
to 
the 
standing 
Unifier. The fertility of the soil, 
thi 
moisture holding properties 
of 
the 
ground and all th a t e n ters 
into 
'the 
surface value of the land has been d e ­ 
stroyed where severe fires have raged 
and cannot he regained for years to 
come. 
A t present practically 
the 
entire 
n orthern half of the sta te is 
covered 
with two inches 
of * snow 
and 
th i - 
blanket will prevent a recurrence of 
the fires. The rains in 
the 
southern 
section* of the state extinguished tht 
o th er fires.

As a general experience meeting, at 
which notes m ay lie compared and blun­ 
ders aiel errors balanced against success 
an»l achievem ent, the gathering of the 
representatives of * n * bund red and fifty 
municipalities, more or less, which opens 
in Philadelphia today, ought to la* pro 
fitable. 
W hether or not it will suctvd in 
solving tile “ pu b licutility” problem may, 
however, la* a m atter of doubt. It would 
la* a suffii ient achievem ent, and one en- 
I rely unexpected, if it should succee I 
even in stating that 
problem in terms 
tin t woald perm it of any solution by rule. 
For the only public utility problem that 
t an la* sta tn l iii universal b rin s is that 
of getting the lieut sendee for the public, 
and fecondtirily to get it at t Im* most 
reasonable and favorable price, and the 
solution that will fit one com m unity will 
prove a com plete failure in another.

Bs flavor Is delicate 
and It lack* any objectionable “beany” 
taste. T he adsuki bean is a most pop­ 
ular foot! in Japan, and there seem* 
uo reason w hy a food so rich in pro­ 
tein should not become popular in the 
Toited States. 
A statem ent from the 
departm ent of agriculture says the av­ 
erage yield per acre of the best varie­ 
ties of the adsuki bean at the govern­ 
ment’s farm has been al>out twenty- 
five bu she I h. 
The beau is a summer 
annual, requiring about the same cli­ 
matic conditions us the common bean. 
The plant* are bushy In habit, grow­ 
ing from one and one-half to two feet 
high, according to variety ami soil. 
The bean* are not only prolific, but 
ripen evenly and do not shatter read­ 
ily.
